COMMENTS TO FCC 
ON NOTICE OF PROPOSED RULE MAKING 


The American Radio Relay League, Incorporated, a non- 
profit corporation organized under the laws of the State of 
Connecticut and having as voting members some 80,000 
amateur radio operators licensed by the Federal Communi- 
cation Commission, by its General Counsel, respectfully 
submits its comments to the Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
released March 19, 1965 (FCC 65-199, 30 FR 38 22), and 
requests that Section 1.1115 of the Commission’s Rules and 
Regulations be amended to reduce the fee for all applications 
to $2.00 other than in the following instancesfor which no fee 
would be required: Novice Class licenses; amateur stations 
under military auspices; amateur stations at special events, 
such as Boy Scout encampments, fairs and expositions; ama- 
teur stations of a bona fide amateur radio organization or 
society; and applications filed in the Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service (RACES). It is further requested that the 
fee for request of a special callsign be reduced to $4.00. 

In support whereof, the following is submitted: 

1. The Commission’s schedule of examination fees became 
effective on March 17, 1964, In the year which followed, the 
number of applications for initial licenses in the amateur 
service decreased from a rate of approximately 34,000 to 
31,000 a year. Just how much of the decline resulted from 
the imposition of fees cannot be determined with certainty, 
but indications are that the imposition of fees had an adverse 
effect upon the continued growth of the Amateur Radio Service. 

' 2. As part of its continuing effort to strengthen and enhance 
the Amateur Radio Service, the Commission issued a Notice 
of Proposed Rule Making on April 1, 1965 (Docket No, 15928, 
FCC 65-252, 30 FR 4496), inviting comments upona sweeping 
revision of the incentive licensing provisions of the amateur 
service which, if adopted, will require some 181,674 amateur 
operators, those of the Advanced, General and Conditional 
Classes, to be reexamined within two years after the proposed 
rules become effective if they are to retain their present 
privileges of operating with all modes of transmission on all 
amateur frequency bands. The latest available figures show 
the following amateur operator licenses outstanding: Amateur 
Extra Class, 3,683; Advanced Class, 39,928; General Class,

101,217; Conditional Class, 40,529; Technician Class, 58,546; 
Novice Class, 13,913; Total, 257 816, Although, on first im- 
pression, it would appear that a "heavy burden would be im- 
posed upon the Commission’s staff by the increased number 
of examinations, the simple fact is that examinations usually 
are given to many applicants at the same time and examination 
papers are graded mechanically, 

38. The League is not now renewing its earlier objections 
to imposition of application fees, but, by this pleading, is 
requesting the Commission to consider "the past and possible 
future adverse impact of fees upon the Amateur Radio Service. 
If all an amateur would have to pay would be a single $4,00 
application fee for a five year license, no substantial hardship 
would be imposed. However, when reexaminations, either be- 
cause of failure or progressing to ahigher class, and changes 
of address are considered, it is entirely possible an 
individual’s fees will total many times the basic one time fee 
during a normal five year license period. Unless the present 
fees are reduced, the Commission may find that the basic 
objectives of the Amateur Radio Service are not being fulfilled. 

4, Section 1.1117 of the Commission’s Rules provides only 
a $2.00 fee for renewal of a commercial operator license 
which produces income for its holder. However, Section 1.1115 
requires a $4.00 fee for renewal of an amateur license even 
though it does not produce income, The Commission is 
respectfully requested to eliminate this inequity which 
penalizes the Amateur Radio Service. 

d. The existing fee structure, particularly the $20.00 fee 
for special call letters and the $4.00 fee for the license of a 
special event station, such as Station K3BSA, at the annual 
Jamboree of the Boy ‘Scouts of America at Valley Forge, and 
Stations K2US and K2YV at the New York World’s Fair, has 
imposed a severe burden upon some amateur organizations 
desiring to establish amateur stations at fairs, expositions 
and other public gatherings for the purpose of demonstrating 
amateur radio to the general public and handling permissable 
message traffic. Usually the organizations have numerous 
other expenses in establishing and operating such stations, 
The imposition of fees in such instances tends to discourage 
the establishment of special event stations and to defeat the 
basic purpose of the Commission’s Rules and Regulations in 
authorizing such stations. These comments are equally 
applicable to stations of bona fide amateur radio organizations 
and societies, 

6. The revision of the incentive license structure, referred 
to in paragraph 2, above, contemplates the use of distinctive 
call signs to provide incentive for an amateur to progress to 
a higher class of license. In comments to be filed in that 
proceeding, the League proabbly will propose that amateurs 
be given wider latitude in selecting or retaining specific call 
signs. Continuation of the present $20.00 fee would impose 
such a burden upon many amateurs that, once again, the Com- 
mission’s basic objectives in revising the license structure 
may not be achieved. 

7. The League supports the Commission’s proposal to 
exempt from the payment of fees all applications filed by 
alien amateurs pursuant to reciprocal radio licensing as Ses 
ments entered into under Public Law 88-313, 

WHEREFORE, the premises considered, the Commission 
is respectfully requested to amend Section a6 1115 ofits Rules 
and Regulations to reduce the fees for applications in the Ama- 
teur Radio Service,

SWR 


No, that don’t mean Short 
Wave Radio. Standing Wave 
Ratio can be expressed in 
voltage, current, or power 
interchangeably. Most of us 
use an SWR bridge without 
knowing what makes it tick, 
Some could care less. You 
may think of the SWR meter 
as a ‘‘coax directional 
coupler’’, It samples instan- 
taneous differences of volt- 
age by means of rectifica- 
tion. It is as simple as this. 
We compare the forward 
voltage with the reverse 
voltage and we have the 


STANDING WAVE RATIO, 
Just how highanSWR ratio 
can we tolerate? Would it be 
easier if we compared it to 
the percentage of power lost 
due to a high SWR? For all 
practical purposes, ‘‘An 
SWR of 3 equals a loss of 
25% of the forward power’’, 
SWR 2:1 equals approxi- 
mately 11% loss of power. An 
SWR of 1.5/1 equals 4% loss 
or difference, 1.22/1 is next 
to ‘“‘perfect’’? with only 1% 
loss. Copy these figures 
down on the back of that spare 
card in your billfold for 
future reference, It may 
come in quite valuable some- 
time,

A Dummy 
Load For 
82 Cents 


There is absolutely no ex- 
cuse for anyone to tune up a 
transmitter for test pur- 
poses using an antenna for 
load, when a dummy load at 
a cost of .82 cents or less, 
in the form of an electric 
light bulb can be used. 

The bulb used at this QTH 
is a 300 watt MOGUL base, 
used as a load on a DRAKE 
TR-3 SSB Transceiver. 

The base connections are 
terminated with a _ short 
length of 300 ohm ribbon and 
coax connector, 

For coupling, two turns of 
insulated wire are wound 
around the neck of the bulb, 
terminated with clip leads, 
and held in place with scotch 
electrical tape. 

The clip leads are con- 
nected to a demodulator 
probe and scope when ana- 
lyzing scope patterns, and 
making adjustments. 

With no fuss or bother, 
causing no interference to 
other amateurs or services, 
allowing QSY to any segment 
of any band, careful adjust- 
ments can be made on a 
transmitter, and transmis- 
sions monitored and 
analyzed. 

Further improvement can 
be made by enclosing the bulb 
in a grounded perforated 
metal box. 

Admittedly, the use of a 
light bulb as a load is notthe 
ultimate in load devices, 
‘however, no one but a Dung- 
head would continue to use 
the antenna for load, when a 
serviceable load device can 
be had for .82 cents or less.

‘As much fun as SS or CD parties, have been inviting many 
of the contest fellows tocome and join us next year,’’ K4VFY, 

‘‘Personally; I care nothing about USCA, but I will answer

fun involved in snappy operating and working new fists,’’ 
W4SMK (me too, Dave). 

“This was my first QSO party tackled and ur Fla, hams 
are a credit to you; very patient, friendly, and courteous,’’ 
VESELL. 

‘(Like the way you broke up the operating times, made it 
more of an operating contest rather than an endurance grind,”’ 
WGQGKY. 

And typical of MANY others, ‘‘Poor turnout of Fla. hams, 
considering 67 counties in the state,’? VE3DDU (and TOO 
MANY others!) 

This is a good sample, by no meals all, and the majority 
were very favorable. 

Big winners in Florida, outdistancing the field in each 
category were K4VFY, Mike, on CW with 12,100 points; and 
WA4BMC, Bertha, on fone with 1,450 points. ao special salute 
must go to K4GRD/4, Bob, who worked mobile CW and SSB 
from a number of rare counties, certainly stirring up activity 
among a number of contesters/ county hunters, Thanx, OM’s 
and gals, for a total of 18 logsfrom Fla., with not a single log 
from Leon, Hillsborough, Pinellas, or Escambia, and several 
other well-populated Fla, counties.

How many have heard the 
terms RM and PAM used and 
wondered what in the world 
was that? Well, this is toen- 
lighten you-all and hoping 
that you will take advantage 
of what is offered; otherwise, 
these forgotten men and gals 
will become really frus- 
trated and, who knows, you 
may be the cause of anervous 
breakdown. Let’s put these 
dedicated fellows to work, 
shall we? 

I will outline the high 
points of these appointments, 
due to space limitations, and 
will leave the detailed read- 
ing up to you, Please refer 
to the ARRL booklet ‘‘How 
to Operate an Amateur Radio 
Station’’. If you don’t have 
one, ask your SCM for acopy. 

Route Managers (RM) are 
assigned to cover CW and 
RTTY activities; while 
Phone Activities Managers 
cover all low frequency 
bands, AM or SSB, plus a 
different PAM for VHF who 
has appointed a sufficient 
number of Assistant PAMsto 
enable adequate coverage of 
the entire section. 

These appointees are 
charged with maintaining 
section level operating or- 
ganization, coordinating and 
supervising traffic activ- 
ities, organizing and pro- 
moting traffic nets, assist- 
ing in providing liaison be- 
tween all types of traffic nets 
both between sections and 
into the NTS. They are also 
charged to recommend 
operators who are qualified 
to receive various operating 
appointments, such as OPS, 
ORS and OES, to the SCM 
and to test such applicants 
in accordance with ARRL 
procedures, They contin- 
udusly and strongly urge the 
use of systemized message 
handling and exemplary pro- 
cedure, especially onorgan- 
ized traffic nets. 

It is absolutely necessary, 
if these appointees are to 
effectively operate, to keep 
in close contact with the 
SCM, and to keep him advised 
as. to results obtained. This 
is best accomplished by

Coordinators

Learn C.W. Net Operation 


(Editor’s Note: We are happy to present a series of articles 
by topenctch C W operator and route manager for Eastern 
Florida Section, Charles W. Hennessey w4LUV of Orlando, 
Florida, If you have ever wanted to check into a C W Net, 
here is your chance to learn how it is done, Read the fol 
lowing carefully and give it a try, We feel sure it will be 
a new and exciting experience for you in Amateur Radio. 


PART II 


After tackling that heavy reading, you’ve either mastered 
the whole business of ‘‘Q’’ signals, abbreviations, message 
format and handling, etc., or you know where to find the dope 
on any and all phases of traffic handling if you should find 
yourself on the net and you get one of those quickie surprises 
from the NCS. Don’t worry about committing the whole works 
to memory; it’s a lot more important that you reinforce your 
book-learning with practice. 

You should now be ready to put what you’ve learned into 
perspective. For example, you needn’t worry much about what 
QNB, QNW, QNG, QTX, QTG, QTR, etc., mean; but you should 
know what QNA, QND, QN Z, QNQ, QNK, QNR, QNX, QRU, 
QTC, and a few others mean, This comes only with actual 
practice on the net, This is the reason the A.R.R.L. encour- 
ages active ARPSC net participation: so that you’ll know what 
you’re doing when emergencies arise, 

Another reason for tempering your book-learning with ex- 
perience is that, like much of life in general, what’s in the 
book is modified in actual practice to suit a special set of 
customs or requirements, For instance, a QFN net call-up 
goes something like this: 

CQ QFN QFN QFN de W4NCS W4NCS W4NCS GE QND 
QNZ QFN QFN QFN de W4NCS W4NCS W4NCS QNI K 
The NCS used three ‘‘Q’”’ signals: QND, QNZ, and QNI. Let’s 

take them one at a time, 

QND ‘‘officially’’ means ‘‘The net is directed’’. And what 
does THAT mean? It means that all stations call into the net, 
transmit while in the net, and leave the net, only when and if 
the NCS directs them to do so. 

Once the NCS directs youto QNI andyou report in, courtesy 
to the whole net demands that you listen to the NCS’s directions 
and follow them to the best of your ability. It means that you 
leave the net only when the NCStells you QNT, QNX,. QN F, or 
when he sends you temporarily off the net frequericy (QNQ) 
with another station to send or receive traffic (QNK, QNR). 
When QNQ, you are expected to return to the new frequency 
after you’ve finished the exchange. It is very discourteous to 
all stations to leave the net without permission, even for a 
minute; it means that the NCS will waste net time calling you, 
and worse yet, when you don’t answer, he will excuse (QNX) 
stations for whom you. had traffic (QTC), justifiably leaving 
you holding the bag (OW). 

New stations sometimes feel that, because they have to wait 
perhaps ten minutes (which can seem like an hour sometimes) 
for the NCS to call or acknowledge their QNI, that he has 
either forgotten them or didn’t hear them. This is possible, 
of course, but not very probable; if youhave reason to suspect 
that it is the case, the answer is simple; just QNI again, Sup- 
pose the NCS can’t hear you (QNP)? Well, unless you have a 
technical problem and are beyond our help, one of the other 
stations will hear you (QNJ) and inform the NCS, If the NCS 
still can’t hear you, he will ask a station who can to act as 
relay (QNB), and then you simply QNI viathe QNB station,
